JOINT RESOLUTION No. 1. 

RELATING TO BIENNIAL ELECTIONS. 
LOrll'lnated lD the Beoate.l 

JOINT REIDLUriON proposing t:» amsnd the conatltutlon of the state of Iowa 10 as to 
provide for blennlal elections. 

Be it resolved btl the Gtm8ral .A888111bl11 of the BUJte of Iowa: 

That the following amendment to the constitution of the shte of Iowa 
be and the same is hereby proposed: 

Add as section 16, to article 12 of the constitution the following: 
SECTION 16. The first general Election after the adoptio:1 of this 

amendment shall be held on the Tuesda.y next after the first Monday in 
November in the year one thousand nine hundred and two, a.nd general 
elections shall be held biennially thereafter. In the year one thousand 
nine hundred a.nd two there shall be elected a gov~rnor, !feutenant gov­
ernor, secretary of state, auditor of state, treasurer of state, attorney gen­
eral, two judges of the supreme court, the successors of the judges of the 
district court whose terms of o:IJice expire December thirty-first, one thou· 
sand nine hundred a.nd two, stat9 senators who would otherwise be chosen 
in the year one thousand nine hundred and one, a.nd members of the house 
of representatives. The terms of o:IJice of the judges of the supreme court 
which would otherwise expire in odd numbered years, and all other elective 
state, county, and townshfp o:IJicers whose terms of o:IJice would otherwise 
expire in the year one thousand nine hundred and one, and membera of the 
general assembly whose successors would otherwise be chosen at the gen­
eral election in the year one thousand nine hundred and one, are hereby 
extended one year and until their successors are elected and qualified. The 
terms of o:l!ice of senators whose successors would otherwise be chosen in 
the year one thousand nine hundred and three a.re hereby extended one 
year and until their suceessors are elected and qualified. The general 
assembly shall make such changes in the law governing the time of elec­
tion and terms of o:IJice of a.ll other elective o:IJicers as shall be necessary to 
make the time of their election a.nd terms of offtce conform to this amend­
ment, and shall provide which of the judges of the supreme court shall 
serve a.s chief justice. The general assembly shall meet in regular session 
on the second Monday in January, one thousand nine hundred a.n.d three, 
and biennia.lly thereafter. , 

Be it further resolved that this resolutioll and the foregoing amendments 
to the constitution of the state of Iowa., havillg been adopted by the 27th 
General Assembly, in manner a.nd form, and by the majority required by 
the constitution of the state of Iowa, 11ond the statutes thereof, shall be sub­
mitted for ratification or rejection by the electora of the sbte of Iowa. at 
the general election for state o:IJicers to be held in November, 190:>. 
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
